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N. C,, alleging that the article had been shipped on or about February 28, 1919,
by the Pabst Chemical Co., Chicago, I1l., and transported from the State of
~ Illinois into the State of North Carolina, and- charging misbranding in viola-
_tion of the Food and Drugs Act, as amended.

Analysis of a sample of the article by the Bureau of Chemistry of this de-
partment showed that it consisted of a mixture containing essentially the ex-
tractives from copaiba, buchu, uva ursi, emodin indicating genna, oil of pepper-
mint, sugar, water, and 22.3 per cent by volume of alcohol.

Misbranding of the article was alleged in the libel in that certain statements
regarding the curative or therapeutic effects of the article, appearing on the
label on the bottles containing, and-on the wrapper inclosing the article, falsely
and fraudulently represented the article to be effective as a remedy for gonor-
rheea, gleet, urethritis, and chronic mucous discharges, whereas; in truth and in
fact, it was not effectlv . »

On December 19, 1919 no chumfmt hmm appeared for the property, judg-
ment of condemmnation and forfeiture was entfered, and it was ordered by the
court that the moduct be destroyed by the United States marshal.

On Octobel 1 1919 the United St‘ltes attorney for the Western District
of Missouri, actmg upon a report by the Secretary of Agriculture, filed in the
District Court of the United States for said district an information against the
Netson Grain Co., a corporation, Kansas City, Mo., alleging shipment by said
defendant, from the State of Missouri into the State of Kansas, in vielation
of the Food and Drugs Act, on November 7, 1918, of a cquantity of an article
which was adulterated .and misbranded. The article was labeled in part,
“ Crushed Bavley Manufactured by Nelson Grain Co., Kansas City, Mo.”

Analysis of a sample of the article by the Bureau of Chemistry of this de-
partment showed that the article was a pwauct consisting of: 10.5 per cent
of oats, wild oatg, and weed seeds.

Adulteration of the article was alleged in the mfounahon in that certain
substances, to wit, oats, wild eoats, and weed geeds, had heen substituted in part
for -barley, which the article purported to be. :

Misbranding of the article was alleged in that the statenrent on the label
on the sacks containing the article, to wit, * Crushed Barley,” was false and
misleading in that it represented that the article was-barley, whereas, .in
truth and in fact, it was not barley. Further misbranding was alleged in that
the abo?e—quoted statement deceived and misled the purchaser into the helief
that the article was barley, whereas, in truth and in facﬁ,»it was not barley.

On December 23, 1919, the defendant entered a plea of guilty to the informa-
tion, and the court imposed a fine of $10 and costs.

‘Analysis' of a sample of the ar ticle by thie Bureau of’ (Jhennqtry of this depart-
ment showed Umt the capsules contained an average of 3.62 minims of a mix-
ture of oils containing approximately 37.5 per cent of sandalwood oil.

It was alleged in the libel that the article was misbranded so as to deceive
and mislead the purchaser or purchasers thereof, in that the labels on the wrap-
pers around the pottles bore a statement to the effect that the capsules contained
in the bottles contained “5 Minims of Comp. (E. 1.) Sandal-wood Oil,” whereas, in
fact, the capsules averaged 3.62 minims of sandalwood: eil. It was alleged in
-substance: that the article wvas misbranded for the further reason that it was
labeled o as to deceive and mislead thepurchaser or purehasers thereof, ii thit

“certain statements contained in the circular enclosed with the bottles and wrap-
pers, regarding the curative and therapeutic effects of the article, represented
that the article was effective in -the .treatment of Oonoxrhoea usually known as
clap, whereas, in truth and in faet, it-was not.

On November 26, 1919, -no claimant having appeared for the property, judg-
ment-of condemnation and forfeiture was .entered, and it ‘was ordered by the
court-that the product be destroyed by the United Stateg.marshal.
